Charleston, Septem ber 2d.—The last 
earthquake shock experienced here was at 
11:50 o'clock last night, since which tim e 
there have been no vibrations. The people 
are ju st beginning to pick up courage to 
come out. Kfforts are being ¡nade to clear 
paths througli the streets for the passage of 
vehicles and pedestrians, and the city once 
m ore begins to show some signs of life. 
For two long days und nights of horror 
women and children have been camping 
out in the parks and squares. It is im pos­ 
sible to give any correct estimate of the 
loss of life and property. 
For two days 
and nights the people have done nothing 
but huddle on the squares. Small detached 
relief parties are going on to dig out the 
dead iro.a under the debris, or succor the 
wounded. The first systemized effort to 
get at ll. facts is now making.

m orning, at this tim e (11 a. m ), foots up 
to sixteen, and the search has only com­ 
menced. T he list of wounded will go into 
the hundreds. 
About seven-eighths of the 
houses or public buildings in tlie city are 
either damaged or wrecked. 
Even the his­ 
toric St. M ichael's and St. Thill ip’s are so 
badly wrecked that it is feared that they 
will have to be taken down. 
W aves from 
f>:55 o'clock Tuesday night have been com­ 
ing about every live or six hours. There 
has been none now for twelve hours. 
Strong hopes are entertained that the hor­ 
ror is over. 


EFFECTS OF T IIE SHOCK. 
C h arlesto n , September 2d.—The princi­ 
pal streets are littered with bricks and rub­ 
bish. The City H all escaped damage. The 
massive portico of St. M¡chad's Church was 
wrenched lrom tiie btxly of the church, 
and the cracks in tlit- m ain building ex­ 
tend to the foundation. All o f the portico 
of liishop N orthrop’s residence was swept 
away. The Academy of Music appears 10 
be uninjured. The Charleston Hete! loses 
its ceilings and part of its coping. The 
German Artillery H all is somewhat in­ 
jured. T he water works building and res­ 
ervoir are uninjured. Several buildings on 
Haynes street are gutted. The injury to 
St. P hilip’s Church, previously mentioned, 
is indescribable. 
Several arches of the 
spire alcove clock tower are torn down and 
throw n out. 
On Sullivans Island the 
shock was severe, hut comparatively little 
injury was done, and no lives were lost. 
M any of the sum m er visitors came up to 
the city this m orning. On Jam es’ Island 
the earth was cracked in m any places, and 
from the fissures issued large bodies of cold 
water m ixed with sand and blue mud. 
The clocks everywhere stopped at about 
9:40 p. >r. 
At M ount l ’leasant there was a 
general shaking up, but no loss of life. 
There are m any fissures and cavities, from 
which fresh water and m ud have come. 
Fine mud, or sand, has also come to the 
surface in Charleston. It ¡3 contended here 
that there was a twist or turn in the m o­ 
tion of tho earthquake, and that it had not 
sim ply an undulating motion. 
Articles of 
furniture and 
lamps have been found 
which are turned partly around, in addi­ 
tion to the visible effecls of a single wave 
motion. 
T IIE ESTIM ATED LOSS. 
C h a rlesto n , September 2d.—Specials to 
the yew.' ami Courier from points in South 
Carolina, ranging from the extreme north­ 
west to the seaeonst, reported severe shocks 
of earthquake, with more or less damage to 
property. 
It is feared now that m uch distress will 
prevail. 
By far the larger part of those 
whose property has been wrecked or seri­ 
ously damaged belonged to the poor class. 
The people are as cheerful as possible u n ­ 
der the terrible circumstances, and are 
trying to restore order out of chaos. The 
aggregate loss is expected to reach $,'J,(XX',- 
ooo, 
Bricklayers have advanced their rates to 
$G a day. The City Council will probably 
meet to-morrow to provide measures for 
relieving the poor. 
Expressions of grati­ 
tude are heard on all sides for the assist­ 
ance offered to Charleston, of which the 
suffering people will gladly avail them ­ 
selves. 
Confidence is gradually returning, 
but much apprehension is still felt. 
The oftieial total of deaths is 33. The 
wounded will probably num ber 100. Busi­ 
ness is still suspended. 


OVERW ORKED te le g ra p h OPERATORS. 
N ew Y ork, September 2d.—The W estern 
U nion Telegraph specials stale that no 
messages sent to Charleston last night 
could be delivered on account of the con­ 
fusion. 
The hotels are empty, and people 
have deserted their dwellings and camped 
in open lots, and so cannot be found. Tbe 
m ain office of 
the W estern U nion in 
Charleston is badly injured. 
The batteries 
were destroyed and all instrum ents ruined 
by falling bricks and plaster. An office has 
been opened one mile and a half from the 
old one, and two wires have been placed in 
working order. None o f the employes 
were seriously injured. 
A t 5 o’clock this 
m orning all of their operators were com­ 
pelled to tiuil their posts and seek rest. The 
work lias been so great that for forty-eight 
hours they had obtained no sleep. 
At 1 
o'clock this m orning there was another 
slight shock of earthquake, but it did no 
damage. 
MAP OF T IIE LISBON EA RTH Q U A KE. 


L o n d o n , September 2d.—Tiie Telegraph 
exhibits a map of the Lisbon earthquake, 
intended to portray the fact that the coun­ 
try shaken on Tuesday night was a part of 
the area of the A m erican continent over 
which that great historic shock was felt, 
while the larger effects of the m ovement 
was experienced in Europe. The waves 
of forces were propagated across the A tlan­ 
tic, and felt along the whole Eastern sea­ 
board of the States and Cunada, from South 
Carolina to Labrador. 
It is not, perhaps, 
to be argued that there is any perm anent 
connection between the two areas. 


R E L IE F MEASURES. 
W ashington, September 2d.—Applica­ 
tion was received at the Treasury this 
m orning from the M ayor of W ilm ington, 
N 
fur transportation for a relief com­ 
m ittee from W ilm ington to Charleston. 
T he revenue cutter Colfax was imm ediately 
placed at the disposal of the committee. 
General Drum, Acting Secretary of W ar, 
has directeii tents to be sent to Charleston 
for the shelter of homeless people. 


DETAILS OF T H E IN JU R Y W ORKED. 
C h arle sto n , September 2d.—The people 
are gradually taking account of the details 
of the injury worked by the earthquake, 
and the list of damages to their property is 
startling. The lim ited section on the south 
side of the city is a sample of the whole. 
Standing at the Postoffiee and looking west, 
an almost impassable roadway of debris 
meets the eye. The building of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce is badly damaged, a por­ 
tion of the south and east walls having 
been torn down by the violence of the 
shock, and the buildings of W aiter Evans 
& Bogswell have also suflered, while the 
heavy granite slabs which formed the para­ 
pet of the Xews and Courier building are 
upon the sidewalk, leaving the slate roof 
and a portion of the attic floor exposed. 
Almost the entire roof of the building oc­ 
cupied ty Miser’s cigar store and Sm ith's 
stencil establishm ent is torn out, leav­ 
ing the upper floors exposed. 
The Fleng 
building, at the corner of Church street, 
was damagod. Most buildings on that street 
are more or less damaged, but the violence 
of the earthquake is most perceptible at the 
historic intersection of Broad and Meeting 
streets. The police station is alm ost a com­ 
plete wreck. The upper c-dge of the wall 
has been torn down, and that of the north 
wall has fallen on the roof of the porch, 
carrying it away, and leavingonly the large 
plated pillars standing. The City H all ap­ 
parently escaped serious damage, but is 
badly cracked on the east wall, and the 
Court-house building is badly damaged, 
the walls being cracked in several places, 
and portions of the roof and gables being 
throw n to the ground. 
The tire-proof 
building seems to stand as a rock. The 
gables of the north and south porches, how ­ 


ever, m ade of solid brown stone, have been 
throw n to the pavem ent below. This ap­ 
pears to be the only damage done to the 
Molding. 
The worst wreck in the locality, however, 
is St. Michael’s Church, which seems to be 
doomed to destruction. The steeple, re­ 
pairs on which liad just been completed, 
seems to be intact, but it is out of plumb, 
and is in m omentary danger of falling. 
The massive porch has been wrenched 
from the body of the church, and the build­ 
ing has been cracked in four places. One 
crack in the north wall extends from the 
eaves to the lower window, two in the west 
face of ihe church extend the entire bight 
of the building, and one on the south wall 
also extends from the caves down almost 
to the foundation. These cracks ate all 
the steeple, which it 
im m ediately und 
seems almost impossible w ithstand for any 
length of time. The hands on the top of 
the clock pointed to five m inutes ol 10, 
which m ust have been the hour of the first 
shock on Tuesday night. 
The buildings between Meeting and King 
streets are all more or less damaged, tbe 
effects of the earthquake being the sam e in 
nearly every instance. The front wall of 
Hr. liesaussetir’s residence lias been thrown 
down, leaving the at:ic fioor exposed, and 
several buildings on tbe south side of the 
street have been sim ilarly treated. 
West 
of King street the most serious damage is 
lo the Episcopal residence. 
W hat a scene of desolation the fashion­ 
able boulevard of Charleston presents. 
Commencing at Broad street, one ¡eu-sea 
through a block of burned house.-. The 
fire starting at No. 218, the third building 
from the corner of Broad street, on the 
east side, consumed the entire route of 
buildings as far north as Tullv's old stand, 
next to the graveyard, 't he few houses 
left on that side <>f the street are more or 
less shattered and gutted. 
A few houses 
on the west side, north of Broad, have not 
escaped general late, though the damage is 
not as general as in the other portions of 
Ihe street. The immense vacant lot on the 
west side of the street is occupied by the 
families who lived in the burnt houses, 
and who are camped out on the sward, 
with a few household effects saved from the 
llames. From Queen street to Horbacks 
alley alm ost every house is shattered, the 
tuf >s of tiie walls near the roof being thrown 
down. 
Hobb s lot, on the east side of the 
street, is occupied bv sevetal hundred peo­ 
ple camping out. The Victoria H otel ap­ 
pears to have escaped, and tiie Academy of 
Music shows no signs of the earthquake. 
From Market to lla/el street the damage 
done docs not seem to be as great as in 
other portions of the city. 


SURROUNDED BY YAW NING CHASMS. 
Ciiarliaton. September 2d.—A special 
I report 
from 
M ount 
Pleasant, opposite 
Charleston, says that a sink near the Ger­ 
man Church, which on Tuesday was per- 
fectlv dry, is now full of fresh water. Near 
Shell “trcct there is a cabin, occupied by a 
colored m an, that is probably surrounded 
by yawning chasms extending through Un­ 
earth's surface for ten feet and over. 
All 
around this there are sinks of Irt-sli water, 
and masses of m ud w ith queer-looking 
soft substances that have never been seen 
before. 
It 
is 
contended 
by 
m any 
that the 
m ud 
and 
other substances 
lound around the village are volcanic m at­ 
ter. Just after the first great shock ou 
Tuesday night there was a decided and 
distinct smell of sulphuric acid gas over 
the entire village. 
The 
smell lasted 
throughout the night, and was distinct in 
those localities where cavities ill each were 
most num erous. Some say portions of the 
m ud thrown up by the water-spouts were 
strongly impregnated with sulphur, and 
that sm all portions of sulphur can be 
found in the m ud. 
Not fat from Charleston, on the road to 
Summerfield. extensive m ounds of clay 
were thrown up, and hillocks of sand, in 
most cases in the shape of inverted cones, 
the hollow part of which had evidently 
been formed by the action of the water re­ 
turning to the depths from which it had 
been raised. In m any cases the erupted 
m atter lias stream ed away from the breaks 
in the surface of the earth to a distance of 
from twenty to fifty feet, and in other places 
there were fissures that almost invariably 
extended from north to south. 
These 
cracks were not wide, and extended down­ 
ward always iii a slanting direction. The 
m atter that was throw n oil" was of a dark 
slatisli color. It was m ixed with gravel, and 
there 
was 
also 
sliale and a general 
mud resembling that which is thrown 
from the bottom of phosphate pits along the 
river. The water in some places has the 
taste of our artesian water, but in m any in­ 
stances it was just as clear and lim pid as 
from a m ountain spring. These evidences 
of the great convulsion arc not sporadic, 
and extended far and near in every direc­ 
tion, front the city lim its of Charleston to 
Sum m erville. At the latter place it was 
found, from trustw orthy information, that 
cracks and fissures are everywhere visible 
for miles and miles around. Strangely 
enough, some of these were in active oper­ 
ation, and constant shocks that were felt at 
Sum m erville sent the water out of these 
lissure3 in jets to llie liight of some fifteen 
or tw enty feet. This was evidently the re- 
sultofthecracks being filled with w ater,and 
then the sides opening and closing by each 
succeeding shock. These appearances were 
of course suggestive of still more violent 
eruptions, and there was constant dread 
everywhere that there would be a general 
inundation caused by some extraordinary 
force of the earthquake. 
Not only was 
water emitted in low places where it m ight 
be expected to exist at the time, but on the 
top3 of higher elevations m ud could be 
seen. 
This latter fact indicated that the 
force was being exerted at rather more 
depth than was at first thought to be the 
lim it of force. 
FATAL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
Near Ten-M ile Hill a fatal accident oc­ 
curred on Tuesday night. The down Col­ 
um bia train jum ped the track. 
Engineer 
Brune, and fireman Arnold (colored), were 
badly injured by the 
tremendous leap 
which the train took in the dark under the 
unseen intluence of the shock that dis­ 
m antled the road. 
It is said that the earth 
suddenly gave way, and the engine lirst 
plunged down a tem porary declivity. 
It 
was then raised on the top of the succeed­ 
ing 
terrestial 
undulation, and, having 
reached the top wave, by the sudden 
swerving force to the right and left, was 
hurled down the em bankm ent. How it was 
done was plainly indicated. In m any places 
along the track of the South Carolina and 
Northeastern Railroad there are spaces sev­ 
eral hundred yards in width. The dreadful 
energy of the earthquake was expended in 
two particular ways. 
First, there were in­ 
tervals of a hundred yards or more, in 
which the track had the appearance of 
having been alternately raised and de­ 
pressed, like a line of wave3 frozen in their 
last position. The second indication was, 
when the force had oscillated from east to 
west, bending the rails in reverse curves, 
most of them took the shape of a single 
and 
others 
of

Si, 
placed 
longitudinally. 
These 
latter 
accidents 
occurred 
alm ost 
invariably 
at 
trestles and 
culverts. 
There 
were 
not less than 
five of 
them 
between 
Seven-mile Junction and Jedburg. 
In 
otber places the tracks had the appearance 
of being kinked for miles. The train at 
the tim e of the earthquake was running at 
the usual speed, and when about a mile 
south of Jedburg, it encountered the terri­ 
ble experience. 
It was freighted with a 
hundred excursionists returning from the 
m ountains. They were nil gay and happy, 
laughing and talking, when all of a sudden, 
in the language of one of the excursion­ 
ists, the train appeared to have left the 
track and was going up, up, up into the air. 
This was a rising wave. Suddenly it de­ 
scended, and as it rapidly fell it was flung 
first violently over to the east, the heads of 
the cars apDarently leaning over at an an­ 
gle of less than 45 degrees, then the train 
righted, and was hurled as with the roar 
of artillery over to the west and finally 
subsided on its track, and took a plunge 
downward, 
evidently by a descending 
wave. The engineer put down the brakes 
tight, but so great was the original and 
added m om entum th at the train leaped 
ahead. 
It is said on trustw orthy authority 
th at the train actually galloped along 
the track, 
the front and 
rear trucks 
and coaches rising and 
falling 
alter­ 
nately. 
The utm ost confusion prevailed; 
women and children shrieked with dis­ 
may, and the bravest hearts quailed in 
m omentary expectation of a more terrible 
catastrophe. 
The train was then taken 
oack in the direction of Jedburg, and on 
the way back the work of the earthquake 
was terribly patent. The train had actu­ 
ally passed over one of those serpentine 
curves already described. 


ANOTHER NIGHT OF FRIGHT. 
C h a rle s to n , September 2d.—Last n ig h t 


the old scenes of fright and fear were en­ 
acted in the public squares and p.nks. 
M any women, some of 
them 
almost 
dead, und infants in their arm s 
were 
driven to the necessity of spend)i - the 
niglit in the square with only su- h cover­ 
ing as could be improvised by the u-e of 
blankets, shawls, sheets, etc. The night 
wore on slowly and painfully. At 11:50 r. 
m. a heavy earthquake passed through 
the city. 
Its 
coming 
was 
preceded 
by 
quite 
a num ber 
o f 
explosions, 
dim and distant, which commenced to be 
heard fully five m inutes before the vibra­ 
tion was felt. The wave was som ewhat 
m ore pronounced than the two which have 
preceded, one at 8 :2 5 a . m . and the other at 
5:19 p. m . and as it passed by to the north­ 
west there followed sounds which indicated 
the falling of walls or buildings. T his was 
the last vibration last night. 
At daybreak 
there was a movement, and m any of the 
people piled up their tents and departed for 
tlieir shattered homes. 
In 8t. Andrews' parish, fourteen miles 
on the other side of Ashley river bridge, 
the country is cut up by small fissures, 
and m ud holes of from an inch to two feet 
in diam eter. These holes have emitted 
blue m ud and gray sand in large quanti­ 
ties, and the whole surface of this area is 
covered with little m ounds. The people 
living in the parish say that the m ud ami 
watei boiled up from five to ten feet in 
height.

SIGNIFICANT CORRESPONDENCE. 


In the face of the fact that the Revolu­ 
tionists held their demonstration yesterday 
in front of the Russian Consulate at Phil- 
ippopolis, the words of Prince Alexander 
in his address to the Czar, on resuming his 
seat, read as hitter sarcasm: 
“ Sire, 1 
thank your Imperial Majesty for the ac­ 
tion of your Consul at Uutsehuck, whose 
official presence at my reception showed 
the Bulgarians that Russiadidnot opprove 
of the revolutionary act directed against 
my person.-’ 
lie then proceeds to thank the Czar for 
sending Dolgouroki as envoy to Bulgaria, 
and to promise, with apparent fervor, to 
make every sacrifice to forward Russia’s 
“ magnanimous intention to extricate Bul­ 
garia from the crisis through which she is 
passing.” 
It m aybe that the Prince is 
sincere in all thfe, and in what lie pro­ 
nounces his “ unalterable devotion to your 
august person,” and that lie really stands 
ready to surrender his crown to Russia at 
her bidding, as he avers. 
But if so, he 
will fall to zero in the opinion of the world 
at large, and must expect England aud 
Germany to desert his cau*e. 
His address 
is cringing, menial and humiliating. 
If 
it is not sarcasm and insincerity, then the 
Prince is not the gallant fellow that has 
heen supposed. 
The reply of the Czar is 
bitterly cold and full of vengeful meaning. 
He very plainly tells him that lie has no 
more use for him, and lie must hold him­ 
self in readiness to stand aside. 
“ I can­ 
not approve of your return to Bulgaria.” 
That is to say, the Czar was privy to his 
expulsion. 
“ I reserve to myself to judge 
what my lather's venerated memory, the 
interests of Russia and the peace of the 
East require of me.” 
W hich means: 
I 
shall not ju-t now interfere, but will pres­ 
ently put a pup|iet upon the throne of 
Bulgaria who will not venture upon any 
independent action. 
The dispatches an­ 
nounce that this caustic oorr^nondencc 


has created great excitement in Paris, 
where the Czar’s reply is interpreted to 
mean that he will speedily occupy Bulga­ 
ria. 
In that event war will he inevitable, 
and Germany will certainly lie arrayed 
against its recent allv. 


A t the late hour of this writing no 
critical review of the platform of the 
Democratic Convention can be made. 
It 
appears to have been planned upon the 
scheme of raking muck heaps, in many 
respects. 
What sense or reason is there, 
for instance, in presenting a platform to 
contrast with that of the Republicans, in 
dragging in the high license question? 
That is not, nor lias it heen, a party issue. 
So, too, the mean attempt—and no other 
word will answer—to prejudice the case of 
Mr. Swift in the minds of the ill-informed 
by demanding the repeal of the “ Sw ift” 
treaty with China, ill becomes a party that 
claims so much as docs the Democracy. 
The Democrat who penned that plank was 
mendacious, fur he clearly intended to 
have the reader understand that Mr. Swift 
had negotiated a treaty with China inimi­ 
cal to the anti-Chinese sentiment.

The Democratic State Convention re 
assembled at 10:30 to-day. The galleries 
were crowded. 
The Chair declared that 
he would keep the aisles w ithin the bar of 
the Convention clear, and the order was exe­ 
cuted. A t one tim e an obstreporous indi­ 
vidual refused to leave the floor and some 
excitement ensued. 
Finally the Sergeants- 
at-Arins pitched the m an out bodily, to the 
great am usem ent of the Convention. 


IIALLOTIXG FOR JU STIC ES. 
Balloting for Justices was in order. The 
name of Mr. Corcoran was withdraw n by 
Mr. G oucherand that of Judge Arm strong 
by Mr. liiukson. 
The balloting then began, McKee re­ 
ceiving !07, W aters 279 and Searls 90. 
Byron W aters was declared the nominee 
for Justice of the Supreme Court for a long 
term . The nom ination was mad» unan­ 
imous on motion of W hite of Alameda. 
San Francisco cast 100 lor Waters, Sacra­ 
mento gave him '< and McKee 3. 
At this point the sum of $2 a head was 
collected of the delegates for the privilege 
of being delegate* and the purpose of meet­ 
ing Convention expenses. 
The sum of 
$994 was collected, and the tim e consumed 
was half an hour. 
THE PLATFORM. 
Bare’av Henley, from the Committee on 
Resolutions, reported the platform and 
read it. 
I give it below, noting those 
planks added by the Convention in its 
work of patching up the re p o rt: 


1XDORSIXG CLEVELAND. 
1. Resolved, That with becoming pride we 
cordially indorse the A dm inistration of 
President Grover Cleveland for the hon­ 
esty, frugality and success with which it is 
conducting the affairs of Government, car­ 
rying out the principles of Democracy in 
adm inistering public trusts and keeping 
faith with the people. A respect for consti­ 
tutional law, the protection of the rights of 
onr fellow-citizens at hom e and abroad ; a 
desire to reform the unjust inequalities of 
customs, to reduce taxation, to lim it ex­ 
penditures to actual necessities, the revival 
of trade, the increase of commerce, the re­ 
storation of the unearned public lands to 
the people’s heritage, the peace that liappily 
extends throughout our whole land, and 
I lie extinction of sectional animosities are 
the salient m arks which signalize the resto­ 
ration of the D em ocratic party to power 
and the response it has given to the trust 
reposed in it. 
2. We 
commend 
the discrim ination 
which the President has made in favor of 
the honest soldier, and call attention to the 
fact that while he lias vetoed spurious and 
unw orthy claims, he has signed more 
pension bills than any of his predeces­ 
sors. 
CONGRESSIONAL ACTIOS. 
3. This Convention proudly invites at­ 
tention to the iact th at the last Democratic 
House of Representatives past bills forfeit­ 
ing and restoring to the public domain 
railway land grants am ounting to over 75,­ 
000,000 acres, and also the further fact that 
in the Forty-eighth Congress the Demo­ 
cratic Lower H ouse passed the Reagan in­ 
terstate commerce bill, which failed of 
passage in the Republican S enate; also, 
that in the last session o f Congress the 
Reagan bill was again passed by the Deni- 
ocratic Lower House. 
SILVER. 
4. R c aired. T hat this Convention recom­ 
m end the passage of an Act of Congress 
providing for the free coinage of both gold 
and silver, by the term s of which Act all 
gold and silver bullion ofiered at the sev­ 
eral Mints of the United States shall be re­ 
ceived in exchange for money or gold or 
silver certificates at the rate now fixed by 
law for standard dollars of gold or silver. 
Certificates shall be receivable for all public 
purposes and interchangeable for gold or 
silver, as the case m ay be. 


W IN E AND WOOL. 
5. Resolved, T hat the present tariff on 
wool prepared by a Republican Commis­ 
sion appointed by a Republican President 
is an unjust discrim ination against a great 
industry, and we denounce the same, and 
demand the restoration of the tariff of 1SG7. 
That in view of the brilliant future that 
awaits California in the development of its 
wine interests, we most heartily favor the 
bills now pending in Congress for the re­ 
lease from taxation of spirits U3od in the 
fortification of sweet wines, and the pro­ 
tection of our wine industries front the in­ 
jurious effects of fraud and the unrestricted 
sale of spurious wines. 
(!. And we also favor legislation provid­ 
ing for the protection of the raisin industry. 
tThe last paragraph was added by the Con­ 
vention.] 
A ROUT l a n o u . 
7. We are in favor of liberal wages and 
free labor. 
3 4 11 associations formed for the pur­ 
pose of developing the Intelligence, pro­ 
moting the welfare and protecting the in­ 
terests of the laborer and mechanic, and to 
enable them successfully to contend for 
and m aintain their rights by peaceful and 
efficient means against powerful and op­ 
pressive combinations, should be encour­ 
aged and expressly sanctioned by law. 
9. We regard the contract convict labor 
system as detrim ental to the interests of 
free la b o r and ruinous to certain line3 of 
legitimate business witli which it conies in 
conflict. 
We commend the present State 
adm inistration for its late efforts to abolish 
this system, and pledge our candidates, if 
elected, to do all w ithin theirpow er to carry 
out the spirit of the Constitution upon this 
q u e stio n . 
10. But in no way shall this be construed 
to prohibit the m anufacture of grain bags 
ami jute goods within the walls of the State 
Prison. 
[This paragraph was added by the 
Convention].

C H ÍN ESE IM M IGRATION . 
11. W e are unalterably opposed to Chi­ 
nese imm igration, and demand the abroga­ 
tion of the 
Burlingame-Swift treaty—a 
treaty through whose loopholes slave labor 
sweeps upon our shores. 
We pledge the 
best efforts of the Democratic party of this 
State to the enforcement of laws which 
shall perm anently prohibit and prevent 
such im m igration. 
W e regard Chinese 
labor as an unm ixed evil. 
Therefore we 
favor legislation providing for the deporta­ 
tion of the Chinese from this country and 
their exclusion forever. 
In the m eantim e, 
and pending proper legislation upon this 
subject, the Democratic party of this State, 
as a friend of free labor, and in the interest 
of the people, recognizes tiie legal right of 
any citizen to employ whom lie pleases, 
yet we hold that it is the right and duty of 
the people of this State to withhold tiieir 
patronage from the Chinese, that such labor 
should not be resorted to when any other 
character of labor is available. 


N ATION AL PLATFORM . 
12. Resolved, That we reaffirm the prin­ 
cipies contained in the National Democratic 
platform declaring that the Democratic 
party is unalterably opposed to all sum p­ 
tuary legislation. 


TAXATION OF RAILROADS. 
13. W e condemn the great railroad cor­ 
porations of the State for their defiance of 
State power, their corrupt practices and 
their persistent refusal to contribute their 
ju st and lawful proportion of the revenue. 
The contempt and 
disjrare tney thus 
throw upon tree government is a first and 
long step to encourage communism and 
anarchy. If the rich may, with im punity, 
defy the laws, upon w hat principle, in a 
government which is 
based upon the 
corner-stone of equality, shall the poor be 
compelled to yield obedience? All law- 
abiding citizens should unite with the 
Democracy in their efforts to exact from 
these powerful corporations observance of 
the law, and an honest and faithful dis­ 
charge of their obligations to the State and 
its inhabitants. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AM ENDM ENT. 
14. W e are opposed to the adoption of 
the proposed am endm ent to the Constitu­ 
tion of the State, comm only know n as the 
“ H eath Am endm ent." Its approval by 
the people would be in accordance with the 
wishes of the con-tax-paying monopolists 
of California. Our present system of rail­ 
road taxation should not be abandoned 
unless the Suprem e Court of the U nited 
States should hold it to be invalid. 
If the Heath am endm ent is adopted, the 
railroad corporations will be their own as­ 
sessors, and will contribute toward the 
support oi the Government such sum s as, 
according to iheirow nchosenphrase, “ they 
are minded to pay.” 
An exam ination and comparison of the 
official returns made for the year 1585, by 
the railroad corporations to the State Board 


of Equalization, demonstrates the fact that, 
under the operation o f the H eath am end­ 
m ent, the State and counties would lose 
yearly the sum of $47*.007 32. 
The County Committees of the counties 
of this State are requ* sled to print their 
tickets against said am endm ent. 
ARMY AND NAVY. 
, 
15. No free people who are unable to de­ 
fend can long m aintain their freedom. We 
therefore advocate th e proper protection of 
our coast against invasion and creation of 
a navy and ports to replace the decayed 
and worthless rem nants of forts and ships 
left to the country by the Republican A d­ 
m inistration. 
10. 
We deem a good National Guard ne­ 
cessary to tlte safety our country and insti­ 
tutions. We, therefore, favor a 
liberal 
treatm ent of our citizen-soldiers, and advo­ 
cate measures to increase the efficiency of 
their organization. 


HOM E RU LE. 
17. W e extend our sym pathy to all peoples 
struggling to ingraft upon their political 
system the principles of individual liberty 
aud self-government, and with especial 
emphasis do Ave extend that sym pathy to 
the present heroic efforts of the Irish 
people. 
IR RIG A TIO N . 
IS. 
Resolvot. T hat the Democratic party 
recognizes the importance of the water 
question and the absolute necessity for its 
speedy settlement, and the party can and 
will settle it on a basis of equal and exact 
justice to all interests involved. 
Navigation shall not be im paired under 
any pretext. No class of individuals shall 
take, injure or destroy the property or 
rights of any other class, except under the 
operation of the law of em inent domain. 
These rights being guarded and protected, 
the waters of the State are the property of 
the people of the State, to be used for irri­ 
gation, m ining, m anufacturing and other 
useful purposes. 
A ppropriation of water, 
whether heretofore 
or hereafter made, 
should give no right to more w ater than is 
absolutely used in an economical iuanner 
for a beneficial purpose. 
To guard against a monopoly of water 
for irrigation, irrigation districts should 
have the right to acquire by purchase or 
condemnation the means necessary in con­ 
ducting the water to the lands comprising 
such irrigation districts. The English law 
of riparian rights is inapplicable to the cir­ 
cumstances and condition of California. 
The State may, at any time, assume con­ 
trol of the division, use and distribution of 
Avater under general laws enacted for that 
purpose; provided the State shall in no 
event be called upon, by taxation or other­ 
wise, to construct irrigation works. 


D ISC IPL IN IN G CENTRAL COMMITTEES. 
19. Believing in the fullest representation 
bv the people in all political assemblies, 
we ask this Convention to declare ior the 
prim ary system of selecting delegates to all 
Conventions of the Democratic party in 
this State, arid against the practice of 
County Committees nam ing representatives 
thereto; and further, that it is the duty of 
every County Committee to carry out the 
work and policy'of the Convention which 
creates it ; that the functions of every such 
committee should therefore he lim ited to 
such work, and that its tenure' of olliee 
should expire at the m om ent every new 
County Convention assembles. 


SCHOOLS. 
20. Resolved, T hat our publie schools will 
always have the fostering care of the Dem­ 
ocratic party of California. 
W e demand 
for them the utmost efficiency a n d a liberal i 
expenditure, with no lim it so long as hon­ 
esty, economy and business m ethod cover 
their work.

J. Tilden the nation has lost one of its 
a'giest and noblest citizens. 
[The above resolution was added by the 
Con\-ention.] 


AM ENDING T IIE PLATFORM . 
Several of the planks were w arm ly ap­ 
plauded ; 
others 
were received without 
demonstrations of favor or disfavor. 
A. II. Rose, of Colusa, moved to adopt 
the platform reported. 
Mr. Baker, of Yolo, wanted grain-bag 
m anufacture especially excepted from the 
declarations. 
After considerable debate, on motion of 
Duprey of San Francisco, an am endm ent 
was adopted to the labur plank that it 
should be taken to mean that in no way 
should the m anufacture of grain bags be 
prohibited in prisons. 
[I have inserted it in the proper place in 
the platform.] 


M ORE TATI It W ORK. 
Abbott Kinney, of Los Angeles, wanted 
explanations m ade concerning the avoo! 
tariff', before action should be taken on the 
tariff plank. 
Mr. H enley stated thehistorvof the wool 
tariff. 
Mr. K inney did not understand clearly 
what the tariff was from the explanation. 
He represented a constituency largely in­ 
terested in raising wool. H e continued to 
speak at length, and moved that the reso­ 
lution be stricken out, but the motion was 
lost. 
Mr. Griffith, of Fresno, wanted to am end 
the Avine resolution by inserting the words,

Then came a Placer delegate, whose name 
Avas not caught, with a resolution express­ 
ing tiie hope that some way would be found 
to m ine without burying one’s neighbor.

firm in purpose, a knight of great prowess 
in debate, and one whose name on the ticket 
would give confidence and strength to the 
bands of labor. Mr. Johnson spoke at 
great length and with deep earnestness. 
Senator Del Valle seconded the nom ina­ 
tion in a lengthy speech.

The nom inations uoav closed, and each 
of t He candidates addressed the Convention 
in the order in which they were nominated, 
Mr. Bryant speaking first and saying he 
thought he could carry the State by 10,000 
majority. 
Reddy concluded by eulogizing by nam e 
each nom inee except Bryant, referring to 
him a* a gentlem an from San Francisco. 
Berry referred to liis record, and indorsed 
the Convention platform . 
Bartlett tvas wildly greeted, and indorsed 
the platform, and stood upon his official 
record. 
Tarpey indorsed the platform with ail his 
heart. 
All the nominees were then seated in a 
row on the rear of the stage, and the roll- 
call commenced am idst great confusion.

1 be lobbies and approaches to 
the hall and the galleries were packed this 
afternoon in Reddy’s interest, and every 
effort put forth to increase the boom for 
him . 
The claquers were not content 
w ith loud and prolonged applause, but 
every tim e his nam e was mentioned they 
constantly ran from applause to “ Three 
cheers I hip ! h ip ! for Pat Reddy !" and 
ended with front one to four long tigers. 
This was carried to such an extent as to be 
a nuisance, and if repeated to-morrow, as it 
probably will be, will m ilitate to his detri­ 
m ent. ' The

will 
probably

quite 
significant. 
I t 
would 
seem to stand 
between 
Bartlett 
and 
Berry, 
unless 
other candidates are brought in. 
“ Bart­ 
lett,” in the call 
of first ballot, 
was 
w arm ly responded to constantly by dele­ 
gates on the floor, instead of by outside 
Avboopers-up, as in Reddy's case. B ryant's 
nam e will be either w ithdraw n upon reas­ 
sembling, or dropped after one or two more 
votes, and his supporters will not go to 
Reddy, but probably to Bartlett, or they 
m ay tto to Berry. Tarpey cannot be nom i­ 
nated, but bis supporters will continue 
voting for him three or four ballots at least 
if so many are taken, and then wiil be 
more likely to go to B artlett than else­ 
where. 
Los Angeles votes, now mostly 
given to Reddy, will no doubt go to Bartlett. 
Thus iar from all points of the outlook it 
would seem that Bartlett is leading in 
position, w ith Berry a vigorous second. 
Ail tliis rnav, however, change before to­ 
morrow’s sun. 
Very little talk about nom i­ 
nees for other oilices is heard. Everybody 
is figuring about and discussing the head 
of the ticket.

Thom as L. Thom pson, of Sonoma, pres­ 
ent Secretary of State, lias been nom inated 
for Congress for the T hird District. 
Senator Jam es A. Filcher, of Placer, has 
been nom inated for Railroad Commissioner 
in the F’irst District. The other candidates 
were H .C . W ilson, of Tehatna, and Chas. 
Forster, of Teham a. Filcher received 97 
votes out oí 1S9.

C aliforn ia am i O reg o n K nitroad Item s. 
The new station of the railroad company 
at Cedar F’lat is upon soil sim ilar to river 
sedim ent or slickens, and is likely to be a 
mud-hole in w inter and a dusty place in 
sum m er. There is no good place, how ­ 
ever, for side-track room further north 
until Strawberry valley is reached, which 
the company claim they will reach by No­ 
vember 1st. Just below Cedar F’lat, at 
Castle Rock, a much better place is afforded 
for a station than at Cedar F’lat. 
Chief Engineer Hood visited Joe Cava­ 
naugh a few days since to obtain rielit of 
way through the former Mrs. W hite's 
ranch, about a m ile south of Sisson's, now 
owned by Cavanaugh. 
It tvas expected the surveying party lo­ 
cated at Sisson’s Avould soon run a line 
to and through Yreka. but no move has 
yet been made to that effect. 
T hegiaders are working mostly on the 
back track down to Uncle Dick’s Soda 
Springs from the head of the canyon, and 
a large force i: also engaged in preparing 
the foundation for the trestle-work at the 
head of the canyon, which will probably 
be at least seventy-five feet high, requiring 
an immense quantity of tim ber in its con­ 
struction. 
T he teamsters of the company are con­ 
stantly hauling large quantities of powder 
along the grade, by which agency the work 
is progressing very rapidly. 
The right of-way men have cleared the 
route o f tim ber and brush almost to Sis­ 
son’s. The uprooting o f the stum ps and 
m am m oth trees is a grand sight, attracting 
more attention 
from visitors than the 
heaviest rock blasts.— Yreka Journal.

This is true of all 
farm anim als, who return kindness with 
affection aud generosity, and abundantly 
repay the consideration shown by their 
owners. Every boy, especially ever farm ­ 
er's boy, should eariv learn to treat all 
anim als with kindness.—American Farmer.

E xecct ve LU'AKTVF.NT, 
Sacramento, July 3 1 ,1SS6.J 


Y IT IIE R E A S, TH E LEGISLATURE OF TH E 
VV State of C alifornia, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen h u n d red and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all th e m em bers elected to each of the 
two Houses of said L egislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e follow ing, am eudm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, Ten an d E leven of Article 
T hirteen, of th e C onstitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


AM ENDM ENT NUM BER ONE. 


S e c ti o n 1. All property in th e State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u nder th e law s of the 
U nited States, shall be tax ed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used In th is article aud 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal .and 
m ixed, capable o f private ow nership; jr.oiuUd, 
th a t grow ing crops, properly used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such as m ay belong to 
the U nited States, th is State, or any county of 
m unicipal corporation w ithin th is State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. G rowing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
prodded furtlu/'. th at railroads shall lie taxed as 
provided iu Section Ten ot th is article: and, 
provvlol further, th a t th e Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation o f snips 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled m 
th is State, or m ay tax such ships and vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, m lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax . The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents >f this sta te . 
Double taxation in au y form is prohibited. 


S e c . 8. T he Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpaver in this State to m ake and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually» a statem ent 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, exc. pt railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of th is article, ow ned 
uv such taxpayer, or in his possession or u nder 
h is control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on the 
first M onday in M arch. 


S e c . 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, towp - 
ship, or d istrict in w hich it is situated, in th e 
m anuer provided by law. Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before th e first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an annual tax of two and 
a h a lf p e rc en t upon the gro«w earn in g s,earn ed 
w ithin th is State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon th e thirty-first day o f Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes Upon th e fran ­ 
chise, business, rig h t of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurtenances, an d upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of raen railroad, and upon th e 
shares of th e capital stock, aud upon the m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or o th er obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. 'A ll other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration o r person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and tax ed 
The 
gross annual earnings earned during th e year 
euding on th e thirty-first day ot Decem ber last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually. 
Before th e first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
aud declared by tn e State Board of E qualization, 
u nder such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; prodded, how ever, th a t 
the Legislature m ay a t any tim e pass laws p re­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads are situated partly w ith in th is 
State and partly w ithout this State, th e gro*s a n ­ 
n u al earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


Firgt- The groes earning* w hich, durin g the 
year last preceding, have been earned woolly 
w ithin th is State. 


Second—The gross earnings w hich, durin g the 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin thin 
fetate and partly w ithout th is .'state, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een this State a n a o th er Sta*cs or T errito­ 
ries, in th e proportion w hich the n u m b er of 
m iles of such railroad situated in th is State, and 
used ia m aking such earnings, bears w ^ h e 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by the use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. T he pro­ 
portion of in te rs u te earnings thug ascertained 


shall be added to th e earnings m ade w holly 
w ith in th e State, a n d the total th u s obtained 
shall be taken aud deem ed to be th e gross earn ­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent an d taxation. 
For every purpose or th is 
section, except for the purp se o f astv rtain in g 
th e proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ithin this State, 
a ll railroads operated r>s one system shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third ol th e tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or o perating 
rail roads u nder th e provisions or tilts section 
sh ah becom e p art of th e G eneral F und o f thin 
State, an d tw o ih ir is th ereo f shall lie paid to 
th e county or ceuniiea in w hich said rail road is 
situated, iu proportion to th e length of th e rail­ 
road operated iu th e several counties. 
For th e 
purposes o f th is section a consolidated city and 
county shall t*e treated as a county. A ny corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person o r p er­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to pav the 
ta x herein provided, w hen th e sam e shall be­ 
com e due. or w iih in th irty days th ereafter, sh all 
be deem ed to have w aived th e ir rig h t to operate 
th e ir railroads w ith in th is State. T he taxes 
h erein provided for. together w ith such penalties 
as th e 1 egislature m ay im pose for th e non pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon th e proi»erty 
hereinbefore in thLs section designated, and m ay 
be enforced in such m anner as th e L egislature 
m ny by law prescribe. A ll railroads, so far as 
the sam e are situated w ithin th e boundaries of 
any com m on school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
th e electors of th e district, at a special election 
held for th at purpose, th e sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated w ithin th e district, an y th in g in 
this article to th e contrary notw ith stan d in g . 
And all railroads, as far as th ey are situated 
w ith in th e boundaries of any incorporated city 
or tow n, shall be subject to an ad valorem ta x 
for m unicipal purposes th e sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated th erein , an y th in g in th is article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


S f.c . 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed an d 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or m ore of 
them , in such cases and am ounts an d in such 
m an n er as sh all be prescribed by low. No C ourt 
w ithin th is State shall have pow er, by injunc 
tion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith, h in d e r or 
delay the collection of any tu x laid u n d er the 
form o f law , except upon a show ing th a t tho 
sam e property has been tax ed m ore th an once 
for th e sam e purpose in th e sam e year, aud then 
on I) upon paym ent to the T ax Collector, or in to 
Court, of a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
th e taxes so laid m ain the property in question; 
provided, th a t in all coses actions m ay be m ain ­ 
tained against the Tax C ollect >r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u n d er protest. 
All such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ith in th irty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. 
It shall be 
th e d u ty of th e Courts in w hich such actions 
m ay be brought, to try them , upon th e request 
of eith er party, in advance of all o th er civil ac­ 
tions. and m en taxes so paid u n d er protest sh all 
b e retained by th e T ax Collector, or such other 
officer as th e Legislature m ay designate, u ntil 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


N othing in th is am endm ent shall affect any 
assessm ent or tax heretofore m ade o r levied, o r 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in ­ 
curred, or any action or right ó f action on ac- 
ccount o f any such assessm ent, tax. in terest or 
penalty: an d ail law s in force ut the adoption of 
th is am endm ent, no t inconsistent therew ith, 
shall rem ain in full force and effect u ntil aiterea 
o r repealed by th e Legiclature. Tho first levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railro ad p ro j^ rty 
hereunder, shall be m ade in th e year eighteen 
h u n d red an d eighty-six, an d shall Ik? upon t! 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein prc 
vided, for th e en tire y ear o f eighteen h u n d red 
and eighty-five. T axation for the fiscal year 
ending Ju n e th irtieth , eighteen h u n d red and 
eighty five, Is not affected by th is am endm ent.

E d g erto u a n d FU cli. 
It is said that H on. H enry Edgertou and 
ex-Congressman Tom 
Fitch have com­ 
bined forces and will open a law office in 
the growing town of San Diego. This cir­ 
cumstance recalls some little events in the 
political history of early days in which 
both of these gentlemen took active parts. 
Away back in 1-8C2, when Fitch came to 
California to help, with his eloquence, the 
cause of the Union, Edgertou was the 
leader, in the Seriate, of the Douglas wing 
of the Democracy, and as such he was 
doing battle 
against the 
líreckenridge 
Democracy 
and 
also, on 
party ques­ 
tions, occasionally crossing swords with 
the extremists of" the Republican party. 
In his great speech in defense of the 
Union resolution offered by himself-—and 
which precipitated tliegreat'debate between 
him and Thornton—Edgerton severely crit­ 
icised the Republicans of some of the 
Northern States for passing “ personal lib­ 
erty ” laws, under which escaping slaves 
were protected when once across the border 
of such States. 
H e held that these laws 
were prem ature and unjust, and should be 
repealed. Fitch, who was a rank Republi­ 
can. criticised Edgerton from the stum p 
during the three-cornered cam paign in 
which Cor.ness was the Douglas nom i­ 
nee 
for 
Governor, and Edgerton 
the 
candidate of 
that party for Congress 
in the Third District, and for a tim e these 
intellectual giants went for one another’s 
scalps in a lively m anner. 
Both were 
young, am bitious and aggressive, and a 
flood of eloquence was poured out over the 
hills and valleys of California such as liad 
not before nor has since been heard. Fitcli 
was then, if possible, somewhat more 
flowery in his language than Edgerton, 
but the latter was both poetical and argu­ 
mentative, and possessed 
a 
voice and 
m anner 
of 
delivery 
that 
was 
the 
perfection 
of 
graceful oratory. 
. Each 
had then, and has still. His own class 
of 
admirers, and 
it 
has 
remained 
until this day an open question as to which 
is entitled to the palm for oratory. Y'ears 
have toned down in each som ething of the 
tire of itis youthful d a y s: but both have 
latent powers that no political issues of the 
past two decades have been sufficiently 
potent to arouse. 
Circumstances m ake 
strange bedfellows, we are told, and here is 
an exemplification of the adage. 
These 
two powerful cham pions of the Union 
cause twenty-live years ago, hut each then 
battling from a different standpoint, and 
arrayed against one another—as well as the 
common enem y — now 
come together, 
after all these years, and settle down in 
a ham let by the m urm uring sea. to live over 
the eventful past, and incidentally to prac­ 
tice law.

In Sacramento cjtinty resides a lady 
who is locally famous* for the excellence of 
her m ake of jam s, jellies, pickles and 
chow-chow. The goods of her m anufact­ 
ure were on the m arket as long as she de­ 
sired, and were always eagerly purchased. 
In receut years she has not eared to m anu­ 
facture much for sale. 
Recently, by solici­ 
tation, she gave several ladies her method 
of m aking chow-chow, and these, to oblige 
others, desire the receipt to he published 
in the R ecord-Union. 
W hile it is true 
that w ith every housewife, in her skill in 
the art of cookery, there is som ething that 
cannot be conveyed, a knowledge gained 
by experience how to produce results that 
she cannot explain, and in which she can­ 
not instruct others, still a recital of her 
m ethods m ay lead others into equally 
happy results after some experimental 
effort. T he chow-chow of Mrs. JL is thus 
m ad e: Two dozen large green tomatoes, 
one targe red onion; slice; green peppers, 
a half-tlozen ; m ix, salt aud let stand four 
hours. Then spread and drain four hours, 
r u t in a porcelain pot, and pour over 
enough white-wine vinegar to cover, with 
cue cup of brown sugar, one large table- 
spoonfui of ground mustard, two table­ 
spoonfuls white m ustard seed, one ten- 
spoonful celery seed, one tablespoonful 
ground inace. 
Boil all in a porcelain pot 
thoroughly. Seal hot. 


T h e y D on’t A p p re c ia te .—The A uburn 
Republican, in an item regarding the East­ 
ern fruit m arket, says : “ A Newcastle 
fruit-shipper says th at the grape m arket 
East is very unsatisfactory, and while low 
prices rule it is noticeable that Eastern 
people give preference to color rather than 
to other qualities of the grape. 
Muscats 
and Flam ing Tokays sell tolerably well, 
while such grapes as Rose de I’erus bring 
very low prices. 
Mr. W ilson thinks the 
question of color has som ething to do 
with it, that of the last-m entioned variety 
being so m uch the sam e as of thos? 
grown East that they present no novelty. 
There are other facts which lead to the 
belief that Eastern consumers have not 
yet learned to discrim inate in questions of 
quality and flavor of California fruit, and 
that anything of large size, which is abo 
pleasing to the eye, will comm and the 
readiest sale for some tim e to come.’’ 


P la c e r C o u n ty B a n a n a s.—The Auburn 
Iie¡>ubHcan says : “ Last spring O. W . H ol­ 
lenbeck procured two bulbs of the banana 
tree from Sacramento, and tried the experi­ 
ment of planting them on his place herein 
Auburn.

The Grass Yalley Tidings says : 
For the 
last several days gold lias been coining out 
of the Crown Point m ine “ in bucketfuls,” 
as it is expressed. This gold is coming 
from the first and second levels, and as 
there is no particular rule about the dis­ 
tance between the levels, the strike in the 
lower level is considered one of the best in­ 
dicators that has been found in the m ine. 
Since Friday evening there has been sev­ 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of specimen 
ore taken from tiie Crown Point besides 
the regular m illing rock, which is always 
good. 
Says the Lyon County, Nevada Times: 
D. O. Mills and W hitelaw Reid were pas­ 
sengers on last Friday’s train, hound south. 
It is rum ored that their destination is tiie 
Owens river valley, where a survey is being 
m ade to founding a wine and gr.tpc-grow- 
ing colony. The above named, with H. 
M. Y erington, are supposed to be proprie­ 
tors of the scheme. 
If so the Owens River 
valley will soon be thickly populated, and 
that locality will be one of the great wine- 
producing regions of the far W est. The 
indications are that these gentlemen will 
take up at least 20,000 acres of land avail­ 
able for the above purpose. 
Advices from Independence, Inyo coun­ 
ty, say the surveyors are at work on the 
Owens river canal, one of the greatest en­ 
terprises ever undertaken in Inyo county, 
and which when completed, w ith other 
cross section canals, will furnish abundant 
water for the irrigation of the entire valley. 
Fruits and grapes are just coming into 
m arket,all in splendid condition. The ex­ 
tension of the Carson and Colorado Rail­ 
road from Keeler to Mojave, form ing a 
junction w ith the A tlantic and Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railroads on the south, 
will be proceeded with imm ediately. The 
completion of this road will give an outlet 
from the north aud south of the valley. 
The V irginia Chronicle says it is proposed 
to put up stam p m ills in the Sutro tunnel 
to be operated by water power. The ore 
pulp resulting from crushing will befVumed 
to concentrators set up on the outside of 
the tunnel. 
In m any of the shafts there is 
plenty of water flowing from the upper 
levels to drive a turbine wheel with the tre­ 
m endous pressure of more than 1,0<X) feet 
perpendicular fall. The ore extracted from 
the upper levels will he run out through 
the connecting drifts and dum ped into the 
battery self-feeders, located in the tunnel. 
This will save the cost of hoisting ore to 
the surface by expensive m achinery, of fuel 
for generating steam, and the expenses of 
transportation and handling the ore over 
several times, as is the case at present, 
it 
is estimated that by adopting this method 
Comstock ore can he extracted and he con­ 
verted into bullion at a cost of less than $5 
per ton.

Senator H arrison was 
chosen 
Chairm an. 
The Committee on Resolu­ 
tions reported the draft of the platform, 
which was unanim ously adopted. 
It de­ 
m ands a free ballot; declares that work­ 
ingmen should he protected against the 
oppressions of corporate combinations and 
monopolies, ami against convict lab o r; 
favors the reduction of the legal num ber 
of working hours wherever practical; re­ 
affirms the taritV plank of the National 
Republican party, and demands that the 
circulating m edium of Ihe country, coin 
and paper alike, should be kept in equal 
and perm anent values; the surplus in the 
treasury should be applied toward the re­ 
duction of the public debt; the enforce 
ment of the civil service law is demanded, 
and the reservation of American lands for 
American settlers. The platform declares 
that the watering of corporate stock should 
he prevented by law. The granting of 
pensions to every honorably discharged 
I nion soldier and sailor is recommended, 
ami the Legislature is c-alied upon to erect 
a State Soldiers’ Home. 
Respecting the liquor traffic, the plat­ 
form declares in favor of legislative re 
striction, and favors such laws as ‘w ill 
perm it the people, in their several locali­ 
ties, to invoke such m easures of restriction 
as they may deem wise, and to compel the 
traffic to compensate for the burdens it im ­ 
poses upon society.” Sym pathy w ith Ire­ 
land in her contest for home rule is ex­ 
pressed. 
After reading and adopting the platform 
tlie Convention nom inated P. S. Robertson 
for Lieutenant-Governor and Charles L. 
Griffin for Secretary of State. 
Spbinofield (111.), September 21.—The 
Republican State Convention m et yesterday 
and nom inated candidates for State offices 
as follows : For State Treasurer. .1. I?. Tan­ 
ners ; for Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion, Richard Edwards. 
The platform 
adopted iavora the holding of the public 
domain for homesteads of actual settlers, 
the protection of American labor and de­ 
nounces the doctrine of Iree trade, and as 
outrageous the im portation of Chinese la­ 
boréis. It pronounces convict labor an in­ 
justice to the honest laborer, and demands 
the enactm ent of such laws as wiil prevent 
it. 
It also denounces Socialistic and A n­ 
archistic societies, arraigns the Democratic 
Adm inistration for tailing ro 
keep its 
pledges, denounces Cleveland’s pension ve­ 
toes, calls attention to the failure of the 
Government to protect American citizens 
in t '¿nada when their rights were being in­ 
fringed by the British Government, while 
in its pretended eli'orts to protect an Amer­ 
ican citizen in a weak republic like Mexico 
it has m ade the American nation ridiculous 
in the eyes of all nations. 
M issouri R ep u b lican s an d P ro h ib itio n . 
SroAi.tA, September 2d.—The Republican 
Sta • Convention adjourned sine die this 
morning. The question of subm itting a 
prohibition amendm ent to the Constitution, 
over which an all-night wrangle was had, 
was compromised, the plank in question, 
as adopted, affirming that whenever ant- 
large num ber of voters petition the Legis­ 
lature for the submission of an am end­ 
m ent providing for a change in the organic 
law of the State it is the duty of that body 
to grant the point.

T he H ouse of C om m ons a H ear-C arden. 
New Y ork, Septem ber2-1.—The Tribune's 
London special say s: The tem per and 
m anners of the House are daily getting 
worse. Clark, the Scotch advocate of the 
Crofters,called the D ukeof Argyll a robber 
and a sanctim onious prig. 
Baum ann re­ 
torted that Clark's language was th at of 
vulgar and venomous scurrility. Illing­ 
worth told Lord Randolph Churchill that 
his rebuking other members lor wasting 
time was a case of Satan rebuking sin, and 
Convbear assured the Conservative leader 
th at the House regarded him w ith con­ 
tempt. The Irish party occasionally takes 
a hand in this game, but most ol the Irish 
members are content to look on while the 
English and Scotch members exchange 
com pliments across the iloors. The Eng­ 
lish and Scotch Radicals, in fact, seem dis­ 
posed to relieve the Irish allies of the duty 
of embarrassing the Government and of 
prolonging the session. Some forty of them 
held a m eeting Tuesday. Those present 
were mostly Radicals of the extrem e type. 
They declare themselves to be dissatisfied 
with Ihe present m anagem ent of the Liberal 
party, and complain of whips as inefficient. 
Illingworth said that the interests of the 
Radical party were not sufficiently put be­ 
fore Parliam ent. Conybear, who lias al­ 
ready tried the patience of the House, was 
in favor of fighting the Government at all 
times. The cry is general among these men 
for whs; they call a more active policy, 
combined w ith action. T his means that 
the Radicals are ready to proceed w ith ob­ 
struction, which Parnell thinks at present 
mischievous.

Messages Betw een Prince A lexander and 
the Czar. 
[By telegraph.1 
St. P etersb u rg , September 2d.—Prince 
A lexander lias sent the following telegram 
to the Czar through the Russian Consulate 
at Rustchuck : 
“ Having reassunic-d the 
Government of Bulgaria, I venture to oiler 
to your Im perial Majesty my most respect­ 
ful" thanks for the action of your Consul at 
Rustchuck, whose official presence at my 
reception 
showed the Bulgarians that 
Russia did not approve of the revolutionary 
act directed at iiiy person. I also thank 
your Im perial 
Majesty for dispatching 
Prince Dolgorouki as Envoy Extraordinary 
to Bulgaria. 
My first act ott assuming 
power is to assure your Majesty of m y firm 
intention to m ake every sacrifice to for­ 
ward your Majesty’s m agnanim ous inten­ 
tion to extricate Bulgaria from the grave 
crisis through which she is passing. 
I beg 
of your Majesty that you will authorize 
Prince Dolgorouki to place him self in di­ 
rect comm unication with m yself im peedily 
as possible. 
I shall be happy t(5 give your 
Majesty decided proofs of my unaltered de­ 
votion to your august person. M onarchial 
principle compels me to restoiethe legality 
of my crown to Bulgaria and Roumelia. 
Russia having given me m y crown, it is 
into the hands of Russia’s sovereign i am 
ready to surrender it.” 
The Czar replied to Alexander as fol­ 
low- : 
" I cannot approve of your return 
to Bulgaria, foreseeing from it sinister con­ 
sequences for the country, already so sorely 
tried. The mission of Prince Dolgorouki 
has become inexpedient. I shall abstain, so 
tongas your Highness rem ains in Bulgaria, 
from any intervention in the sad condition 
to which ti'.e country is reduced. 
Your 
H ighness m ust decide your own course. 
I 
reserve to m yself to judge what iny father's 
venerated m em ory and the interests of 
Russia and the peace of the East require 
of m e.” 
P n n .iri oroi.ts, September 2d.—The city 
is gaily decorated in honor of the return of 
Prince A lexander to Bulgaria and crowded 
with visitors come to join the citizens in 
celebrating the event. 
An enthusiastic 
and popular dem onstration was held yes­ 
terday in front of the British Consulate in 
honor of Alexander, and a counter dem on­ 
stration in favor of the Revolutionists was 
at the sam e tim e held in front of the Rus­ 
sian Consulate. 
P aris, September 2d.—The publication 
of the correspondence between the Czar 
and Prince A lexander has created a great 
sensation in political circles here. 
The 
Czar’s menacing reply to the Prince’s sub­ 
missive epistle is regarded by diplom ats as 
insuring A lexander’s abdication and Rus­ 
sia’s occupation of Bulgaria. 
It is leared 
war will ensue unless Bismarck intercedes. 
B e r l in , September 2d.— Private tele­ 
grams received here this evening from 
Sofia, state that a battle took place at Rad- 
omer, Eastern 
Roumelia, between regi­ 
ments loyal to Prince Alexander, and regi­ 
m ents siding with the revolutionists, and 
th at the latter were defeated w ith heavy 
losses. 
Constantinople, September 2d.—A repre­ 
sentative of one of the great Powers which 
is most interested in the solution c f the 
Bulgarian question, considers the situation 
to be much improved, owing to the return 
of Prince Alexander, anil the firm attitude 
of the Bulgarians. 
W hether Russia has 
given special assurances to the Sultan or 
not, he finds the Porte manifestly m uch 
less anxious. 
The prevalent 
opinions 
among th e M inisters is that the crisis will 
end w ithout any overt act on the part of 
Russia endangering European peace. The 
British Governm ent is strongly supporting 
the Prince, and there is ground for believ­ 
ing that the Queen’s strong sym pathy with 
the Battenberg family m ay lead to more 
than a moral support if necessary for the 
m aintenance of the Prince’s position. The 
British Am bassador endeavored unsuccess­ 
fully to persuade the Porte to adopt an in ­ 
dependent action, basing her policy upon 
Europe’s recognition of her suzerain rig h ts; 
but the Sultan's advisors still see safety 
only in clinging to that worn-out support 
—the concert of the Great Powers. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


Blaine spoke at H oulton, Mo., on Tues­ 
day.

The 
inhabitants fled panic-stricken from the 
town. There was no loss of life. 
A story is printed in New York that 
Victoria Schilling has deserted her coach­ 
m an husband, and the presum ption is that 
she has returned to her father, Morisini. 
The bridge spanning the M issouri river 
at Fort Leavenworth was burned W ednes­ 
day night. 
It was an iron structure, but 
the floor and h alf a m ile o f trestle work 
were destroyed, entaiiing a loss of over 
$400,000. 
" 
The artesian well at Belle Flainc Iowa, 
is still flowing. A funnel tw enty feet in 
length, tapering from twelve to thirty 
inches, of boiler iron, is being m ade and 
attached to a live-inch tube filled with 
sand, and will be sunk to see if the flow 
cannot be stopped. 
Judge Potter, of the New York Supreme 
Court, has granted an absolute divorce to 
Edwin Mayo, the actor, from his wife Jen­ 
nie, to whom he was m arried February IS, 
1SS3. 
They separated in August, 1SS4. 
Mr. Mayo charged his wife with infidelity, 
and she did not appear to defend the suit. 
It is estim ated at the Treasury D epart­ 
m ent that the public debt statem ent will 
show a reduction of about one million and 
a quarter dollars for the past m onth. The 
small reduction is attributable to the heavy 
and extraordinary payments authorized bv 
Congress, but on the other hand the re­ 
ceipts have exceeded the averagelor August 
by nearly $5,000,000. 
District Assembly No. 47, K nights of 
Labor, has taken hold of the lockout of 
the clothing cutters, all of whom are m em ­ 
bers of that district. 
The leaders say they 
are prepared, if necessary, to furnish $50,­
